A FLOATING NIGHTMARE 

Evanston woman among 3,000 who were stranded on sewage-soaked Carnival ship g|| oVGf folkS

Sandeep Berry and her mother startled awake 
to a burning stench around 5 a.m. Sunday on 
the Carnival Cruise Lines ship Triumph, some- 
where in the Gulf of Mexico. 

“We just started smelling smoke and freak- 
ing out,” recalled Berry, a 30-year-old informa- 
tion technology recruiter from Evanston. “We 
opened the door, and people were miming ev- 
erywhere with life jackets on.” 

Nearly seven hours later in Evanston, her 
husband Tom’s phone rang. On the other end: 


a brief automated message from Carnival de- 
scribing an “engine fire” aboard his wife’s ship. 

“They were kind ofvague, but they did men- 
tion everyone is safe,” recalled Tom Berry a 
34-year-old software engineer. 

The stranded cruise ship docked late Thurs- 
day in Mobile, Ala., ending a harrowing saga 
for more than 3,000 passengers. 

Eor Sandeep Berry, the ill-fated voyage was 
supposed to be a belated celebration of her 
mother’s 57th birthday 

Instead the two spent four days dodging 


knee-deep raw sewage, waiting in food fines 
for nearly three hours at a time and watching 
helplessly as rescue vessels were battered by 
the stormy ocean. 

“It just got worse,” Berry said Thursday 
morning via cellphone from the ship. 

The worst part, she said, is the filthy flood 
of human waste blanketing the ship. 

She said the raw sewage was “seeping down 
from the top to the bottom” of the ship be- 
cause passengers had used bathrooms Sunday 
without knowing about the power outage. 


Reeking of raw sewage, the crippled 
cruise ship docked at a port in Mobile, 
Ala., on Thursday as passengers waved 
towels and flashlights to greet the end 
of a voyage some described as hellish. 
Tugboats pulled the Carnival Triumph 
into port in a drama that played out live 
on cable news stations, creating another 
public relations nightmare for cruise 
giant Carnival Corp. Last year, its Costa 
Concordia luxury ship ran aground off 
the coast of Italy, with 32 people killed.

SENATE SAYS 



GAY MARRIAGE IS JUST 
A HOUSE VOTE AWAY FROM 
BEING LEGAL IN ILLINOIS

SPRINGFIELD Illinois took a major step toward giving gay and lesbian cou- 
ples the right to marry Thursday, as the Democratic-led Senate handed 
advocates an early win following a fervent Valentine’s Day debate over sex 
and morals. 

Now the high-profile social issue moves to a House divided on whether 
people of the same sex should be allowed to wed— a question of equafity 
for supporters and a matter of biblical proportions for opponents. 

Illinois would become the loth state to approve gay marriage if the bill 
makes it to the desk of Democratic Gov Quinn, who has vowed to sign 
it into law. The push for same-sex marriage is unfolding rapidly in Illinois, 
where the first civil union certificates were issued less than two years ago. 

During a nearly two-hour emotional debate, sponsoring Sen. Heather 
Steans urged colleagues to join her in a vote for the “history books” that 
would remove gay and lesbian couples from “second-class status.” 

Same-sex partners want to marry for the same reasons as heterosexual 
couples, including for love, commitment and “shared responsibility with 
that one, unique irreplaceable person,” Steans (D-Chicago) said. 

Even so, Sen. Kyle McCarter and several other Repubfican colleagues 
feared the legislation would have far-reaching effect, predicting even the 
school curriculum in Illinois will be changed to recognize gay marriage. 

“People have the right to live as they choose,” said McCarter, of down- 
state Lebanon. “They don’t have the right to redefine marriage for all of 
us. ... We are jeopardizing freedom, not expanding it.” 

McCarter also took issue with the choice of Valentine’s Day to approve 
the bill, saying proponents voted on the “holiday to celebrate love to dis- 
guise what is truly a devaluing of traditional marriage.” 

Repubfican Sen. Tim Bivins of Dixon, who occasionally preaches from 
a church pulpit, argued the state would be “knocking down one of the 
basic foundations of society” 

In Chicago, Mayor Emanuel said the Senate approval acknowledges 
that “when two people love each other, no government entity should 
stand in the way of letting them express that love.” 

The Catholic Conference of Illinois, which represents the Chicago 
archdiocese and five other dioceses, accused lawmakers of tossing aside 
the long-standing definition of marriage “with unknown consequences.” 

“This legislation callously redefines a bedrock institution of our society 
and deteriorates the free exercise of religion in our state,” said Robert Gil- 
ligan, the group’s executive director. 

The church-based opposition drew heated comments from Chicago 
Democratic Sen. Martin Sandoval, who called himself a former seminar- 
ian who witnessed “homosexuality, alcoholism and even men that were 
pedophiles.” 

Lashing out at Catholics and other church officials that strongly op- 
posed the legislation, Sandoval said, “Our religious leaders have failed us.”

ZOMBIEALERT 
HOAX SHOWS 
TV FLAWS 

D WASHINGTON, D.C. A zombie at- 
tack alert issued on a handful of TV 
stations this week is more serious than a 
mischievous hacker prank, say cyber ex- 
perts, who warn the incident exposes lax 
security practices in a critical public safety 
system. 

While broadcasters said poor pass- 
word security paved the way for the bogus 
warning, security 
experts said the 
equipment used 
by the Emergen- 
cy Alert System 
remained vulner- 
able when sta- 
tions allow it be 
accessed via the 
Internet. 

The fear is that 
hackers could 
prevent the gov- 
ernment from 
sending out pub- 
lic warnings dur- 
ing an emergency 
or attackers could 
conduct a more 
damaging hoax 
than a warning of 
a zombie apoca- 
lypse. 

“It isn’t what they said. It is the fact that 
they got into the system. They could have 
caused some real damage,” said Karole 
White, president of the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters. 


D JOHANNESBURG South African “Blade 
Runner” Oscar Pistorius, a double am- 
putee who became one of the biggest names 
in world athletics, was charged on Thursday 
with shooting his girlfriend to death at his 
upscale home in Pretoria. 

Police said they opened a murder case af- 
ter a 30 -year-old woman was found dead at 
the Paralympic and Olympic star’s house in 
the Silverlakes gated complex on the capi- 
tal’s outskirts. 

Pistorius, 26, and his girlfriend, model 
Reeva Steenkamp, had been the only people 
in the house at the time of the shooting, po- 
lice brigadier Denise Beukes told reporters, 
adding that witnesses had been interviewed 
about the early morning incident. 

“We are talking about neighbors and peo- 
ple that heard things earlier in the evening 
and when the shooting took place,” Beukes 
said outside the heavily guarded residential 
complex. 

Police said a 9mm pistol had been found 
at the scene. 

Beukes said police were aware of previous 
incidents at the Pistorius house. “I can con- 
firm that there has previously been incidents 
at the home of Mr. Oscar Pistorious, of alle- 
gations of a domestic nature,” she said. 

Pistorius, who uses carbon fiber prosthet- 
ic blades to run, is due to appear in a Pretoria 
court Friday 

“He is doing well but very emotional,” his 
lawyer, Kenny Oldwage, told SABC TV, but 


gave no further comment. 

A sports icon for triumphing over disabil- 
ity to compete with able-bodied athletes at 


the Olympics, his sponsorship deals, includ- 
ing one with Nike, are thought to be worth 
$2 million a year.

Of course, this is 
a historical drama in which all of the sets are 
green screens, so good judgment is nowhere 
to be found. Many of the backdrops are 
supposedly authentic Civil War photo- 
graphs. Needless to say this doesn’t enhance 
the reality, particularly when characters in 
full color stand in front of black-and-white 
backgrounds. 

As for the movie itself, it feels like some- 
one remaking Steven Spielberg’s “Lincoln” 
with the intent to botch nearly everything 
that the overrated Oscar nominee did well. 
Starring Tom Amandes as Honest Abe and 
familiar faces including Penelope Ann Miller 
(“Kindergarten Cop”) and Creed Bratton 
(“The Office”), “Saving Lincoln” features 
horrendous performances and feels patently

false at every turn. The film purports to 
tell the true story of Ward HUl Lamon (Lea 
Coco), Lincoln’s bodyguard and, apparently, 
trusty banjo player, who spends less time 
protecting the president than he does fid- 
dling with the instrument and providing the 
music when Lincoln feels like singing “Jimmy 
Crack Corn.” 

Sadly and ridiculously, Lamon, who uses 
words like “abscratchulate,” describes most 
of the film’s events in voiceover, and we 
almost never see anything happen, whether 
it’s a battle or a development of a character 
and his or her relationship to anyone. Like 
Spielberg and his writer Tony Kushner, 
director/co-writer Salvador Litvak succeeds 
in depicting the loud, opposing viewpoints 
of the era and Lincoln’s struggle to make the 
right decision at the right time. Otherwise, 
the cartoonish-yet-boring “Saving Lincoln” 


suggests that the president possessed a jolly 
foolish arrogance about his own safety— his 
response to a threat on his life is, “Balder- 
dash! No president was ever assassinated”— 
without any concern for the state the nation 
would be left in were something to happen 
to him. 

Sitting through the film is like a movie- 
watching day in class that makes you miss the 
thrilling rhetoric of a lecture.

‘A Glimpse Inside the Mind 


Sheen revisits alter ego 
in *Mind of Charles*

LOS ANGELES It’s a downward spiral for 
Charlie, a successful professional whose life 
shdes into despair when his girlfriend breaks 
up with him. 

This Charlie could be Charlie Sheen, but 
it’s actually the fictional Charles Swan, a 
charming, immature character played by 
Hollywood’s favorite bad boy actor and 
filmed only a few months after Sheen’s off- 
screen antics got him fired in 2011 from “Two 
and a Half Men.” 

Sheen stars in “A Glimpse Inside the 
Mind of Charles Swan III,” opening Friday 
The film is directed and written by Roman 
Coppola, son of “The Godfather” director 
Francis Ford Coppola. 

Coppola, 47, who is nominated for an 
Oscar for his work on the screenplay of 
“Moonrise Kingdom,” talked with Reuters 
about working with Sheen on the “playful 
romp” about lost love and revenge fantasies 
set in a stylized L.A. 

Did you write the film specifically for Charlie 
Sheen to star in? 

I didn’t write it for him in mind. I was excited 
to write a piece about a very outlandish lead 
character, someone charming, immature, 
struggling and full of imagination. As I was 
finishing it, I kind of realized Charlie Sheen 
would be perfect. Both are larger than life. 
They use their wit and charm to smooth over 
problems in their life to not deal with things. 


Did you get any pushback from family, 
friends or financiers when you decided to 
cast Sheen in “Charles Swan”? 

Basically there was no film company willing 
to finance the movie with CharHe. Insurance 
companies didn’t want my business, nor did 
any bond company There was very little sup- 
port in the film community to finance that 
picture. 

Were you surprised at that? 

I was surprised to some degree because I 
had other talent attached to it like Jason 
Schwartzman and Bill Murray You’d think 
that would tip people’s curiosity When 
people say “No” or “Why would you want 
to cast Charlie Sheen?” it makes me feel like 
everyone else is crazy 

But it’s Charlie who conjures up the images 
of crazy— public battles with “Two and Half 
Men” creator Chuck Lorre and his ex-wives, 
Denise Richards and Brooke Mueller. He is 
the one who was in rehab for drugs, who 
damaged hotel rooms, lived with porn stars, 
and called himself a warlock with “tiger 
blood ” and “Adonis DNA.” 

But that’s very comic book, that’s not a real 
person.

The Kid 
With a Bike 

Belgian filmmaking 
brothers Jean-Pierre 
and Luc Dardenne set- 
tled on their signature 
style in the mid-'90s 
with “La Promesse,” a 
movie about a working-class young- 
ster in a desperate situation, shot 
mostly with a hand-held camera, using 
a lot of follow-shots. The Dardennes' 
latest shows that there's plenty of life 
in the brothers’ approach as they tell 
the story of a preteen foster child who 
goes looking for his father and ends up 
befriending both a kindly hairdresser 
and a shrewd drug dealer. “The Kid 
With a Bike” isn’t as nail-biting as other 
Dardenne films-the drama is more 
low-stakes, tied to a stubborn young 
boy’s unrealistic expectations-but it’s 
one of their most accessible, with a 
balance of heartbreak and sweetness 
that’s hard to resist.

When a relationship ends badl}^ every racy 
photo or text you shared with your ex be- 
comes a potential security problem. 

AH your private information, shared as a 
sign of love and trust, is suddenly vulnerable. A 
vengeful ex-lover could leak it online, use your 
passwords to cyberstalk you or exact other 
forms of digital revenge. 

This Valentine’s Day, 36 percent of Ameri- 
cans say they plan to share a salacious photo 
with their partner over text message, email or 
social network, according to a new romance- 
themed survey from security company 
McAfee. According to the study one in 10 
exes has threatened to post a revealing photo 
of a former partner online, and 60 percent of 
those people have followed through. 

What’s more worrying is the increasingly 
common practice of cyberstalking significant 
others, current and former. More than 50 
percent of people shared their passwords with 
a partner, the survey found. 

“Sharing passwords is seen as a sign of love 
and devotion, a sign of commitment,” said 
Robert SicHiano, McAfee’s online security 
expert. “When the relationship goes south. 


change those passwords right away” 

The cyberstalking habit extends beyond 
just current paramours. Respondents also 
admitted to checking up on their exes, as well 
as their current partners’ exes, on sites like 
Facebook and Twitter. The survey found that 


men are more likely than women to surrepti- 
tiously check their partner’s personal accounts 
and to check on exes on social media. 

Prevention is the only way to really protect 
yourself, and there are some practical security 
measures everyone should take.

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Lincoln lives to die 


America’s fascina- 
tion with Abraham 
Lincoln seems nearly 
limitless — Steven 
Spielberg’s “Lincoln,” 
an Oscar favorite, still 
is in theaters, and Do- 
ris Kearns Goodwin’s 
“Team of Rivals,” on which Spielberg’s film is 
partly based, stiU sits on the New York Times 
bestseller list eight years after its publication, 
where Bill O’Reilly’s book, “Killing Lincoln,” 
is currently No. 8. 

So it’s no surprise that National Geographic 
Channel would choose the i6th President and 
his assassin, John Wilkes Booth, as the subject 
of what it is calling its first scripted drama. 
Based on the book by O’Reilly (yes, that Bill 
O’Reilly) and Martin Dugard, “Killing Lin- 
coln” is really a mash-up of a documentary and 
a period drama. 

Tom Hanks narrates the docu-drama, 
appearing on screen to give us the blow-by- 
blow of events leading up to and after Booth’s 
attack at Ford’s Theatre on April 14, 1865. 

Booth and his co-conspirators planned 
to kill Vice President Andrew Johnson and 
Secretary of State William Seward, and the 
movie illuminates a lot of details that often 
have been glossed over. (Then again, maybe 
I wasn’t paying close enough attention in his- 
tory classes.) 

As fascinating as the minutiae are, fine 
work by the cast makes me wish this had been 
a fully scripted miniseries. 

Billy Campbell holds his own in the thank- 
less position of playing Lincoln after Daniel 
Day-Lewis’s lauded performance in “Lincoln.” 
His Abe is a man putting on a brave face 
despite being tortured by premonitions of an 
early death that were fueled by four previous 
attempts to kidnap or kill him in the final year 
of his life.

Jesse Johnson plays Booth not as the blood- 
thirsty lunatic he’s been made out to be, but 
as a larger-than-life, immensely popular stage 
actor. Booth truly believed that his murder of 
the “mahgnant tyrant” Lincoln would solve 
America’s problems, and was woefully disap- 
pointed in the days after the assassination to 
learn he created a martyr instead. 

The format of “Killing Lincoln” might be 
choppy but it effectively conveys Lincoln’s 
private anguish over his position as possibly 
the most hated man in America— at least until 
Booth took the title by killin g him.

Before he began 
playing John Wilkes 
Booth in “Killing 
Lincoln, ’’Jesse 
Johnson celebrated a 
private triumph: He 
grew a ’stache for the 
role. 

“I’m very proud of it, by the way,” the 
30-year-old actor told me Thursday by phone 
from New York. “I wasn’t aware I was capable 
of growing such robust facial hair. But now 
that I know, I feel more of a man.” 

Johnson stars as Abraham Lincoln’s 
assassin in the National Geographic Channel 
film that premieres at 7 p.m. Sunday, with 
Billy Campbell playing the i6th president 
and Tom Hanks narrating the documentary 
sections of the drama. 

The naturally blond Johnson spent two 
hours in makeup each day to get his black- 
dyed hair curled tightly just as Booth wore 
it in the 1800s. The result was such an 
uncanny resemblance to Booth that people 
he encountered in Richmond, Va., did double 
takes. 


“People were like, John Wilkes Booth, 
glad you got that guy’ ” he said, laughing. 

“I said, ‘Whoa dude, you need to slow your 
roll. I’m just playing a character. No problem 
with Abraham Lincoln over here. I’m an Abe 
Lincoln fan.’ 

“I had to see the world through his eyes 
and they were unique and curious lenses.” 

Although he believed in a cause and 
“leveraged his fame and his power and his 
wealth” for the Confederacy, Booth was far 
from a madman, Johnson said. 

“He wasn’t crazy” Johnson said. “He was 
just wrong.” 

Johnson not only captures Booth’s look but 
also presents a 3-D human being who, like 
Johnson, grew up in an acting family The son 
of actors Don Johnson and Patti D’Arbanville 
and stepson and brother of Melanie Griffith 
and Dakota Johnson, Jesse said he expects his 
family members will be watching his biggest 
U.S. role to date Sunday 

“Everybody’s really stoked to see it. ... 
Everybody’s going to be crowded around 
the television Sunday to watch it,” he said, 
laughing, “and we’U see what they say”
